1. DEPT AGREES WITH EMBASSY KHARTOUM SUGGESTION REF (A) 

THAT U.S. MISSION PASS ON TO ICRC DELEGATE GENERAL 
SUBSTANCE AMBASSADOR BREWER'S CONVERSATION WITH MIRGHANI 
AND SUGGEST THAT MOST EFFECTIVE MEANS OF BRINGING ABOUT PMG 
PERMISSION TO ICRC TO OPERATE IN ERITREA WOULD BE FOR SUDAN 
TO MAKE FIRST APPROACH, WITH USG SUPPLEMENTING GOS 
INITIATIVE. 

2. IN OUR VIEW, SUDANESE INITIATIVE WOULD APPEAR SOLVE 
PROBLEM SUGGESTED BY ICRC REF (B), AVOIDING SITUATION IN 
WHICH ICRC MIGHT APPEAR TO BE TOO CLOSELY ASSOCIATED WITH 
USG. AT SAME TIME, WE DO NOT WISH APPEAR TO BE WALKING 
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AWAY FROM OUR OBLIGATIONS UNDER 1949 CONVENTIONS TO ENSURE 
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COMPLIANCE UNDER ALL CIRCUMSTANCES. ACCORDINGLY, WE 
SHOULD AVOID GIVING IMPRESSION THAT USG ATTEMPTING TO HIDE 
DELEGATE GENERAL, THEREFORE. MISSION SHOULD REAFFIRM USG
